Block withholds funds 
for regional vet school 


Secret ory pf Agriculture 
John FI. Block said recently 
that current budget con¬ 
straints make it impossible 
for him to recommend 
federal assistance for the 
construction of a vet- 
ori nary school at the 
University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln. 

The need for the propos¬ 
ed Old West Regional Col¬ 
lege of Veterinary Medicine 
was determined by a 
USDA study team. USDA 
funding had been re¬ 
quested by the region 
under the Food and Ag¬ 
riculture Act of 1977, 
which permits federal 
assistance for the construc¬ 
tion of veterinary schools, 
providing states contribute 
matching funds. 

"We ail have special pro¬ 
jects that wo would like to 
see funded/' Block said. 
"Many are valid requests, 
as this report clearly 
shows. But right now our 
top priority is the national 
economy," 

The Old Wost region, 
which includes Nebraska, 
Montano, North Dakota, 
South Dakota and Wyom¬ 
ing, is a major livestock- 
producing area. It con¬ 
tributes 11.2% of the na¬ 
tion's total cash receipts 
for livestock and related 
products. It also has 14.8% 
of the cattle, 10% of the 
swine and 22.6% of the 
stock sheep.

region may continue to be 
underserved, according to 
the report. 

The region now has no 
complete program of vet¬ 
erinary medical education. 
A regional college would 
help assure sufficient large- 
animol veterinarians 
because students tend to 
accept opportunities to 
practice in the state or 
region where they receive 
their training. 

The study team, which 
included representatives of 
USDA and veterinary 
schools and associations, 
found the demand for 
veterinary education op¬ 
portunities strong and 
competition keen. 

"For the 1960/81 school 
year, 7,286 qualified 
students applied for 2,298 
openings in the 27 U.S. 
veterinary schools,” the 
report said. In that year, 
148 students from the Old 
West region applied for ad¬ 
mission to existing vet¬ 
erinary colleges and 70 
were admitted. 

"The proposed program 
of the Old West Regional 
Veterinary School should 
be developed to enhance 
research, postdoctoral and 
graduate education, exten¬ 
sion, and diagnostic and 
referral services important 
to the region's livestock in¬ 
dustries,” the report Bald.

Pseudorabies might 

spread with weather 


USDA recently predicted 
flare-ups of pseudorabies 
this winter caused by cold 
temperatures and close 
confinement of swine, and 
recommended several steps 
farmers should take to 
keep their herds free of the 
disease. 

USDA said confining 
breeding stock increases 
the chance of the disease 
spreading within a herd. In 
addition, the ventilation 
systems in confinement 
buildings often rely on 
recirculated air during the 
cold weather. This can lead 
to Increased stress that can 
make animals more suscep¬ 
tible to pseudorabiee, 
reports CNS. 

Pseudorabies is often 
fated to baby pigs, but rare¬ 
ly kills the adult animal. 

USDA advised farmers 
to minimize their risk of 
the disease by testing all 
breeding stock In their 
herds to make sure they are 
disease-free, buying re¬ 
placement animals from 
disease-free herds and iso¬ 


lating replacement pur¬ 
chases for 30 days or more 
before letting them mix 
with the rest of the herd. 

In addition, swine pro¬ 
ducers should keep visitors 
out of their hog lots and 
confinement facilities 
unless the visitors wear 
clean and disinfected boots 
and coveralls, USDA said. 

USDA Staff Veterin¬ 
arian James Downard said 
USDA has been unable to 
precisely measure the in¬ 
cidence of pseudorabies in 
swine. However, he said in¬ 
dications are that the in¬ 
cidence of the disease in¬ 
creased drastically during 
the 1970s. 

A survey in 1981 showed 
that about 8% of U,S. hogs 
tested positive for the 
disease. However, since 
hogs that have been vac¬ 
cinated against pseudo¬ 
rabies test positive for the 
disease, some vaccinated 
hogs could have been in¬ 
cluded in that figure, 
USDA said.

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Proposed beef g’ade effects 
depend on feeding changes 


The extent to which pro¬ 
posed changes in U.S. beef 
grades would benefit the 
U.S. cattle industry would 
depend on their effective¬ 
ness in prompting cattle¬ 
men to change feeding pat¬ 
terns, according to USDA. 

Recently, USDA propos¬ 
ed beef grade revisions that 
would allow slightly leaner 
beef to qualify for top U.S. 
quality grades. Such leaner 
beef is cheaper to produce 
since It generally requires 
fewer days on feed, reports 
CNS. 

The U.S. cattle industry 
has charged that current 
U.S. beef grades have 
prompted the production of 
overfat cattle. 

In a report analyzing the 
economic impact of the 
beef grading revisions, 


USDA said its proposed 
changes would give cattle 
feeders an opportunity to 
produce Choice cattle with 
less time on feed. Howover, 
it noted there is consider¬ 
able disagreement avar 
how many cattle feeders 
would take advantage of 
this opportunity to reduce 
their feed costB because 
factors other than grading 
influence feeding patterns. 

USDA said that the 
grading clianges probably 
would reduce the time on 
feed for about 60% of U.S. 
fed cattle by 16 days from 
the current 164-day aver¬ 
age. This reduction would 
cut overall feed costs by 
about 5% or $200 million. 

A 16-day reduction in 
time on feed for these cattle 
would be likely to reduce 


the average yield grades by 
between 0.1 and 0.1&, re¬ 
sulting in a shift of 3-4% of 
the cattle supply from yield 
grade 4 to yield grade 3. 
The percentage of Choice 
cattlo would increase to 
74% from 64% under 
USDA proposals, thus pos¬ 
sibly affecting the prem¬ 
iums packers would pay for 
Choice cattle. 

However, the report also 
noted there was a chance 
the proposed grade revi¬ 
sions would have no notice¬ 
able effect on feeding pat¬ 
terns. Some cattle feeders, 
particularly those feeding 
"exotic crossbreds" that 
usually do not marble 
enough to qualify for the 
present Choice grade, could 
benefit from the grading

USDA to relax meat inspections 


In line with the deregula^' 
tory philosophy of the 
Reagan administration, 
USDA will strive to ease 
the burden of meat inspec¬ 
tion regulations on the five- 
stock industry in 1982, but 
without compromising 
food safety. 

USDA Assistant Secre¬ 
tary C.W. McMillan, who is 
responsible for USDA’a 
Food Safety ahd Inspec¬ 
tion Service (FSIS), said 
that "less regulation" or 
''deregulation" is a 
misnomer for the adminis¬ 
tration's prescription, for 
the meat, industry. But he 
told CNS there probably 
will be a marked change 
from the meat inspection 


and food safety regulations 
that were applied under 
previous administrations. 

McMillan said meat in¬ 
dustry regulations have 
sometimes been "over-ap¬ 
plied” in the past. For ex¬ 
ample, the Carter ad¬ 
ministration publicly an¬ 
nounced the names of 
chronic meat Inspection 
law violators, a policy the 
Reagan administration 
ended soon after it took of¬ 
fice, he said. 

Doing away with public 
announcement policy will. 
not affect USDA enforce¬ 
ment of meat In section law,. 
McMillan said. The most 
appropriate way to deal 
with inspection!violators is 
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for USDA to withdraw in¬ 
spection services from '• 
them, thereby effectively 
putting them out business, 
he said. 

Top USDA officials have 
said repeatedly that they 
want to moke meat in¬ 
dustry regulations more 
flexible. However, they 
have stressed equally that 
they will do nothing that 
might compromise con¬ 
sumer confidence in food 
safety. 

Consumers rightly or. 
wrongly already are 
somewhat suspicious of the 
meat industry, a fact il¬ 
lustrated by past price-re-, 
luted “beef boycotts” and 
the Importance attached by 
consumer groups to meat 
regulatory issues. That, 
concern was heightened 
last slimmer when inspec¬ 
tion services discovered the !

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Improved research, marketing 
aid Colorado State’s success

Improved resoarch in 
beef production and hotter 
provision of marketing in¬ 
formation and aid were two 
of the items Dr. Ralph E. 
"Chris" Christoffersen, 
emphasized as he outlined 
future directions at Col¬ 
orado State University 
(CSU) for the January 
meeting of the Moun- 
tain/Plains Meat Club in 
Denver. 

Christoffersen, CSU 
president, talked about the 
University's recent success 
with a cloning project that 
should result in seven sets 
of identical twin calves by 
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MEAT CLUB—Cecil HeUbusch, chairman of the Moun- 
fcain/Plains Meat Club, and Dr. Ralph E. “Chris” Chrie- 
tofferaen, President of Colorado State University, take 
an optimistic look forward at CSU’s role in the changing 
face of Western agriculture at a recent Meat Club meet¬ 
ing that traditionally kicks off the National Western 
Stock Show.

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April. He explained that 
the genetically identical 
animal's primary value at 
this time is enhanced study 
potential, as use of iden¬ 
tical twins reduces vari¬ 
ables in research. 

Scientists think the area 
of nutrition research will be 
one of the first to benefit, 
and that breeding techni¬ 
ques will also improve as a 
result of successful cloning. 
Improved prdHuction will 
be a long run benefit, but 
already the cloning re¬ 
search has improved the 
day to day use of embryo 
Implants. 

Christoffersen said that 
CSU would pursue a four¬ 
pronged program that he 
termed “in keeping with 
the responsibilities of a 
land-grand university.” In 
Colorado, policy formula¬ 
tion in regard to use of 
natural resources for both 
agriculture and the bur¬ 
geoning energy industry 
will constitute one priority. 

Increased agriculture re¬ 
search, with an eye to both 
increasing demands due to 
Western states' population 
growth, and growing world 
food needs, is another ma¬ 
jor area targeted for em¬ 
phasis. The third priority 
that will get increased at¬ 
tention at the University is 
in the area of marketing. 
Christoffersen said that 
marketing techniques will 
have to improved so that 
producers can make better 
marketing decisions. He 
outlined a cooperative pro¬ 
gram now in effect in 
southeastern^ Colorado 


with the extension service 
and a producer association, 
which has allowed farmers 
to compare their produc¬ 
tion costs and profits with 
other producers. “Getting 
a look at other farm's effi¬ 
ciency figures has opened 
(farmers') eyes to some of 
their problems,” according 
to the CSU president. 

Christoffersen has ap¬ 
pointed a special presiden¬ 
tial committee to take a 
look at priorities and pro¬ 
gress of the Ag school, and 
expects a comprehensive 
view of current progress 
and needs from tide panel 
very soon.

Recent studies by USDA’s 
Science and Education Ad¬ 
ministration have indi¬ 
cated the current require¬ 
ments may go beyond what 
Is necessary to ensure that 
any bacteria present in the 
pork has been destroyed. 

Pork cooked to the cur¬ 
rent time and temperature 
specifications usually 
develops a mushy con¬ 
sistency, a characteristic 
that limits its use to cer¬ 
tain canned products such 
as pork and beans. Revised 
cooking requirements pre¬ 
sumably could result in 
bacterla-free pork that does 
not have this mushy char¬ 
acteristic and thus could be 
used in a wider range of 
processed meat products. 

However, another official 
of USDA's Food Safety 
and Inspection Service 
stressed that cooling time 


and temperature re¬ 
quirements would be the 
only requirements affected 
by the proposal. USDA will 
not be changing the criteria 
it used to determine if 
tubercular pork carcasses 
should be condemned or 
passed with a cooking 
restriction. 

The presence of lesions in 
pork carcasses does not 
necessarily wean the 
animal is infected with 
tuberculosis. In fact, the 
animal may have recovered 
from the disease by the 
time it gets to market but 
still contain lesions. 

There is no proof the 
form of tuberculosis that 
strikes hogs can be 
transmitted to humans 
through meat. Swine tuber¬ 
culosis is produced by a dif¬ 
ferent complex of bacteria 
than the tuberculosis that 
characteristically strike 
humans.

world's leading red moat 
exporter, with 1982 ex¬ 
ports projected by tho 
USDA at 710,000 tons. The 
U.S. will import about 
260,000 tons of beef from 
Australia this year, and 
Japan about 90,000 tons, 
the USDA projected. 

The U.S. government, 
however, has not ruled out 
the possibility of subsi¬ 
dizing meat exporters. The 
1681 Farm Bill gives 
USDA Secretary John 
Block discretionary power 
to formulate a standby ex¬ 
port subsidy program to of¬ 
fset subsidies paid by other 
countries. Before any such 
program could be establish¬ 
ed, additional funds would 
have to be appropriated for 
this purpose and congres¬ 
sional approval would be 
squired. 

Clearly, this is not a 
policy about to be Im¬ 
plemented and it is doubt¬ 
ful U.S. meat exporters are 
making agreements with it 
in mind. 

Assuming a minimunr 
government assistance 
meat export efforts in 
1982, U.S. exporters are 
generally moat enthu¬ 


siastic about tho broiler 
market. 

According to Bill 
Roenigk, director of 
economic research for the 
National Broiler Council, 
U.S. poultry exports have 
increased every year for the 
-past 10 years. Broiler ex¬ 
ports in 1980 were up 40% 
from 1979, and exports in 
1981 were expected to be 
up 20% from 1980, he arid. 
In contrast, U.S. beef, veal 
and pork imports in recent 
years have decidedly out¬ 
paced export growth. 

The main competition 
U.S. broiler producers face 
!s from Brazil and France, 
Brazil, for example, was ex¬ 
pected to increase 1981 
broiler exports more than 
60% from 1980, to 280,000 
tons, according to USDA. 
Brazilian production is ex¬ 
pected to Increase 8% in 
1082. 

Both Brazil and Franco 
have “an open purse" 
policy of subsidizing ex¬ 
ports, according to 
Roenigk. He said this 
means that when U.S. ex¬ 
porters quote a price to an 
interested country, French 
exporters, for example, go 
to their government and 


ask for a subsidy to under¬ 
cut the U.S. offer. 

The U.S. is therefore a 
residual supplier of 
broilers, Roenigk said. “We 
get the countries France 
and Brazil don't want." 

The U.S. also faces com¬ 
petition in the world broiler 
market from the U.K. and 
West Germany. Both coun¬ 
tries are increasing broiler 
production, according to an 
official from the U.S. Trade 
Representative's office. 
She said these countries 
impose variable levies on 
poultry imported from the 
U.S., which gives the cost 
advantage to domestic pro¬ 
ducers. 

Currently, most U.S. 
broiler exports go to Japan, 
Hong Kong, Singapore, 
Venezuela, Egypt, Iraq, 
Saudi Arabia, Mexico, 
Canada and the Caribbean, 
Roenigk said. 

Roenigk said the poultry 
industry would like to add 
the Soviet Union to that 
list. Ho said the USSR 
plans to import 1 million 
tons of meat in 1982. of 
which 200,000 will be 
poultry. He said the U.S. 
will be more likely to gain 
access to the USSR under 
the Reagan administration 


than under former presi¬ 
dent, Jimmy Carter 
because the threat of an 
embargo would bo less like¬ 
ly- 

A significant quantity of 
broilers sold to the USSR 
in 1979 was never delivered 
because of the U.S. grain 
embargo. The deal conse¬ 
quently was conceled, and 
another has not been made 
since the embargo was 
lifted. 

Now the issue of meat 
sales to tho USSR has been 
clouded further by the 
Polish situation. Still, in¬ 
roads are being made. 

Iowa Beef Processors 
Inc., a wholly-owned sub¬ 
sidiary of Occidental Pe¬ 
troleum Corp., signed a 
technical agreement with 
the Soviot Union in Decem¬ 
ber that could include 
future meat sales. It is not 
known whether such sales 
will occur in 1982, but 
despite the recent tensions 
between the U.S. and 
USSR, some in the meat in¬ 
dustry are confident that 
something will happen 
because of the long-stand¬ 
ing trade relationship bet¬ 
ween Occidental Chairman 
Arraand Hammer and the 
USSR.

11 may come as a surprise 
to ad voce Los of grain for 
human food to replace meat 
for protein, but round- 
steak, blade chuck roast 
and ground beef are cheap¬ 
er per gram of usable pro¬ 
tein than cornflakes, wheat 
flakes or a dry rice break¬ 
fast food. 

While most cuts of beef, 
which now run for 2.0 to 
2.6C per gram of usable pro¬ 
tein, won't beat peanut 
butter ( 1 . 6 c) on a cost 
basis, chicken will. So will 
eggs, milk, fresh flounder 
and dried beans. Ground 
beef is only half a cen¬ 
ts gram away from peanut 
butter, but frozen peas cost 
more for the amount of pro¬ 
tein they contain than most 
beef— 3.2c. 

"Meat is a bargain in this 
country. Beef, pork, and 
chicken, all ore very com¬ 
petitive gram for gram of 
protein," says Dave Scha¬ 
fer, extension meats spe¬ 
cialist at Kansas State Uni¬ 
versity. Schafer had com¬ 
piled a list of 26 common

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Analysts paint grim picture for world wheat 


Analysts paint a grim 
picture for tho world wheat 
scene In 1982. especially fla 
long as international eco¬ 
nomic difficulties and ten¬ 
sions surrounding U.S. 
relations with the Soviet 
Union and Eastern Bloc 
continue. 

Not only will tho U.S. 
recession affect speculative 
futures, but the ability of 
foreign customers to buy 
U.S. wheat will suffer 
without additional credit 
and funds provided by the 
U.S., grain analysts con¬ 
tacted fay CNS said. 

Should tho U.S. recover 
from the recession early in 
1982, speculative interest 
in futures trading still 
would bo hampered by in¬ 
ternational tensions con¬ 
nected with Poland and the 
Soviet Union. Uncertainty 
about U.S. actions against 
tho USSR has been causing 
price volatility and reluc¬ 
tance to maintain or estab¬ 
lish long speculative posi¬ 
tions since martial law wbb 
imposed In Poland Dec. 12. 

"As long aa tho threat of 
q U.S, trade omborgo 
against the Soviet ynion 
prevails, speculative in¬ 
terest will involve nothing 
but day trading, addition 
to prico volatility and light 
trading volume," said Mike 
Haecker, a grains trader for 
ACLI International, Inc, 

The embargo threat espe¬ 
cially dampens speculative 
interest In grain futures as 
many traders look to 
“safer” markets in which 
to deal, such as financial 
futures, precious metals 
and similar “war-related" 
commodities, Haecker said. 

■ ' '‘Specylafors'Tmnecnber 
Afghanistan add are 1 not 
willing to risk a repeat of 
that year, so they Invest In 
other markets,” said Haec¬ 
ker, who believes this 
development partly influ¬ 
enced the rapid growth in 
the financial markets the 
past'year. .

portunity to increase their 
exports when the U.S. re¬ 
fuses to conduct business? 
Ellien asked. 

Once food is used as a 
weapon, Ellien said, buyers 
are less comfortable with 
that supplier, looking to 
other sources first. Because 
of this, competitors of the 
U.S. are pushing to in¬ 
crease production, in¬ 
dicating another bumper 
world wheat crop ahead, 
she said. 

U.S. competitors for ex¬ 
port markets made signifi¬ 
cant inroads with tradi¬ 
tional wheat customers 
during the 1980 grains em¬ 
bargo against the Soviet 
Union and are bound to 
continue the push for ex¬ 
pansion, analysts believe. 

Canada increased wheat 
production by 5.2 million 
tons in 1981-82 and has 
developed an investment 
program designed to ex¬ 
pand its wheat exports 
60% by 1986. 

Argentina already has 
boosted its grain exports 
substantially;, paving cap¬ 
tured Soviet business dur- 


foreign currency, active 
selling by Argentina and 
Australia is oxpected to 
pressure world wheat 
prices. 

All-in-all, early condi¬ 
tions indicate record 1982 
world wheat production. 
Although planting inten¬ 
tions among other major 
wheat-producing nations 
will now be known until 
spring, long-term grain 
supply commitments by 
those countries indicate the 
need for higher planting 
levels to sustain export in¬ 
creases. 

The major buyers of U.S. 
wheat—China, the USSR, 
Brazil, Japan end India— 
apparently have booked 
the bulk of their wheat pur¬ 
chases. and buying is lag¬ 
ging behind year-ago fig¬ 
ures, analysts said. 

China and the USSR 
were major growth mar¬ 
kets for U.S. grain exports 
in the 1970s, but the pace is 
expected to be much slower 
in the 1980s because of dif¬ 
ficulties with handling in¬ 
creased capacities, hard 
currency supplies and in¬ 
ternational tensions. 

China, which had been an 
aggressive buyer of U.S. 
wheat earlier in 1981-82, 
has slowed its activity and 
begun purchases for ship¬ 
ment in 1982-83.

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USDA to relax meat inspections but maintain food safety regulations

presence of horscmciit and 
kangaroo meat in ship¬ 
ments of beef imported 
from Australia. 

Consumers can therefore 
bo expected to oppose any 
apparent relaxation of 
inspection standards, 
whether these arc proposed 
for budgetary or deregul- 
atory reasons. 

According to McMillan, 
the line USDA will have to 
walk between casing regul¬ 
ations and maintaining 
food safety is not fine, but 
is sharp and distinct. He 
says the inspection 
service's primary respon¬ 
sibility of continuing to 
provide consumers whole¬ 


sale food enn be achieved at 
loss cost to tho government 
by giving the industry 
more responsibility for 
policing itself. 

The most obvious area 
for increased seif-policing 
to como into play is in meat 
und poultry processing in¬ 
spection. USDA already 
has announced plans to ask 
Congress for discretionary 
authority to determine the 
appropriate frequency of 
inspection at individual 
meat and poultry process¬ 
ing plants, thus ending the 
policy of "continuous in¬ 
spection" now applied to 
ail processing plants. 

Under this legislation 
USDA would base the fre¬ 
quency of inspection on the 


plant’s compliance history, 
the inherent risk in its type 
of processing operation and 
the plant's ability to 
monitor its own production 
process to detect potential 
problems. 

USDA officials have 
hinted that, all other things 
being equal, plants oper¬ 
ating under a total quality 
control inspection system 
could qualify for less fre¬ 
quent inspection than 
those not using the system. 

Under voluntary total 
quality control, plant per¬ 
sonnel monitor the plant's 
production cycle. The data 
recorded by these person¬ 
nel are than used by a 
USDA inspector to make 
sure the products produced 


by the plant are whole¬ 
some. 

In general, according to 
the FSIS program plan for 
next year, the agency will 
be moving a way from 
detailed, prescriptive 
regulations. The plan says 
that many FSIS regula¬ 
tions were originally pro¬ 
posed in response to newly 
discovered safety hazards, 
enforcement problems or 
petitions from consumer or 
industry associations and 
thus focus primarily on 
“single or narrow 
issues... creating a certain 
amount of unintentional in¬ 
consistency and duplica¬ 
tion in inspection regula¬ 


tions." 

Since the Reagan ad¬ 
ministration took office, 
FSIS officially has with¬ 
drawn 21 separate regula¬ 
tory actions, many of 
which never were issued as 
formal proposals and some 
of which admittedly had 
not been under active con¬ 
sideration for a long time. 

The agency also recently 
proposed substantially 
liberalizing its restriction 
on the use, composition 
and labeling of mechanical¬ 
ly deboned meat, known of¬ 
ficially as "mechanically 
processed beef, veal or pork 
product."

Kendanren coaxes Japan to help 
farm industry become competitive 


Kendanren (the Federa¬ 
tion of Economic Organiza¬ 
tion of Japan) will urge the 
government to take drastic 
measures to help the farm 
industry again become 
competitive international¬ 
ly. a Japanese language 
daily reported recently. 

The Yomiuri Shimbun 
said the draft of tho pro¬ 
posal, called "Japan's 
agriculture and the future 
of agricultural policy," will 
be presented to an ad hoc 
committee of the govern¬ 
ment working on ad¬ 
ministrative reform, 
reports UCN. 

The report called for im¬ 


proving the size of farm 
management by introduc¬ 
ing market principles to 
agricultural production, 
correcting the price dif¬ 
ference between rice and 
other farm crops to 
stabilize diversion of rice 
acreage. Inaugurating a 
rice trading market to 
determine fair market 
values of the cereal, and 
reconsidering the "compen- 
eatlonel system” to cover 
the difference between 
domestically-produced 
farm produce and imports. 

The report said although 
Japan’s agricultural pro¬ 
duction averages 10.7 


trillion yen annually, the 
government budgets more 
than 3 trillion yen to sub¬ 
sidize it, causing a heavy 
burden on the government. 

It also said Japan's pro¬ 
cessed food industry is 
about to lose its market to 
imports because of higher 
domestic raw material 
costs. 

It ie difficult to im¬ 
mediately comply with 
foreign demands to open 
Japanese agricultural 
markets, the report said, 
but the government should 
develop "a phased-out 
schedule" to gradually 
open its markets.

New alternative: 

Rent bulls to 

In Texas, renting a bull to 
settle cows is an alternative to 
owning one, though cattle¬ 
men need to consider num¬ 
erous factors before mak¬ 
ing a decision either way. 

Several factors exist favor¬ 
ing bull Leasing for the pro¬ 
ducer, according to Dr. 
Ashloy C. Lovell of Stephen- 
villa, economist with the 
Texas Agricultural Extension 
service, Texas A&M Univer¬ 
sity System. 

These include the tax 
deductible rental charge, less 
investment capital needed, 
and leas annual expense in 
feeding and caring. 

"An Important factor for 
smaller producers is that ren¬ 
ting gives them a chance to 
use a better quality bull than 
they often could afford to 
own," says Lovell. "Also, by 
using a different bull each 
year, producers can keep 
heifers from each calf crop, 
and there is limited bull death 
risk.” 

The economist states that 
acquiring a herd bull has 
short- and long-term conse¬ 
quences, and these must be 
weighed and individually 
considered before deciding 
whether to rent or own. 

Long-term satisfaction to 
cow-calf producers from 


settle cows 

choosing bulls is measured by 
the performance of the pro¬ 
geny through future genera¬ 
tions, he says. Bull costs per 
col/ and pounds of beef 
weaned per cow are the short¬ 
term consequences from the 
bull selection that may deter¬ 
mine if the producer can stay 
in business long enough to 
realize any long-term 
benefits, 

"To achieve the economic 
advantage of lower annual 
feeding and maintenance 
costs, producers might need 
to keep a bull only three to 
four months a year, which is 
where renting would be the 
ideal answer,” Lovell says. 
"For herds that calve all 
year, six-month to ono-year 
leases are necessary." 

In comparing figures for a 
three to four month bull leas¬ 
ing program, the economist 
notes that leasing a $2,126 
bull is projected as loss expen¬ 
sive per calf than owning a 
$760 bull. 

In many cases, renting a 
high-performing bull for 
periods up to one year will bo 
more economical than own¬ 
ing an average bull when ren¬ 
tal costs, bull ownership costs 
and performance of offspring 
of the two bulls are observed 
and compared, Lovell adds.
